Millet Thought Him Almeat a Reincar- 
nation of Napoleon. 

A few days l)efore he sailed for Ku- 
rope on the trip whi<-h endtnl with 
his death on tbe Titanic, Frank D. 
Millet .said to a friend iu bis studio: 

"Skobelev: How well I renienil)er 
him! We used to call him the Mad- 
cap. That waa when he swam the 
Danube against oi-ders. dashed into 
Plevna without re-enforcements and 
comuiitti'd other little lndlsc)^tioiis 
of that sort which only a BMldaMa or 
a genius would attempt. 

"Later 1 cume to recognize him aa 
altuo^t a relncamutioD^ of Napoli<on. 
nia ambition wui. literally about the 
same as Napoleon's. He wanted Kus- 
sia to conquer tbe world i <uad ^rith 
Uim once on Ibe heights above Cou- 
atautluople— it was lo March. 1878, Just 
before the treaty of San Stefano— 
when he outlined to me his schemes, 
which began with the absurptlou uf 
tbe Ottoman aaudra. then extai|d«d to 
a conquest of India and coadadad 
with piratical deaigaa aa ^^^f^■^ la 
Europe.

.K ciii iiiiis feature of the English lan- 
guage as it is spoken in (Bis part of 
the Fnlted States is the prevalence of 
a dual system of pronunci.'ition. The 
dictionaries tell us uneqiiivocally that 
we sliniilil pronounce "dew." "knew" 
and "slew" as we do "few." and that 
"atudi'ul." "smpld" and similar words 
staoiiM lie eniini iated as if they were 
tipdled "stieudeiit" and ">tiui>id." 

NolMxIy. apptirently. disputes the cor- 
rectness of this manner of prououuc- 
ing "n" iitid "ew"— yet here Is a j-ule 
Very inncli more honore*! in the breach 
than In the observance. Except for 
.stage folks, (lie faculties and some of 
the students of schools and colleges 
and a few persons who make a (loint of 
precise speaking, the academic sound 
of "u" is disregarded almost univer- 
sally. 

It is by no means through ignorance 
that ptNiple say "stoo" and "stoopld." 
There are worthy i)er8ons who seem 
to feel that a good American really 
ought to say "stoo" and "stoopld." 
They think, apparently, that the ortho- 
dox "u" and "ew" are Anglicisms and 
are used in this country only by per- 
sons pedantic or "affected." 

Of course, for all practical purposes 
one way of pronouncing is as good as 
another and uaage has made both 
forms correct Nevertheless, the right 
use of "u" and "ew" adds music and 
variety to the English language, and 
the younger generation might do well 
to pronounce according to the diction- 
ary and gradually orercom«.an ".\mer- 
icanlam" that baa no real good oscuae 
for belng.-WiiibiiMt DMMtMl and 
Chronicle.
